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Around the world there is quite alot to be concerned about! Despite the world's enormous 
material wealth there are still millions of people living in conditions of indignity and depri- 
vation. These millions can barely afford to buy the things that are necessary even for survival. 
Housing, health, and education services are beyond their reach. This need not be. 


Concern about poverty begins, but cannot end at the shorelines of our own country. It must 
also reach out to other peoples whose needs are more acute and widespread than our own.

Concern is very much a people's organisation. It is a movement of people who have come 
together of political or religious affiliation, in order to assist the advancement of the world's 
poor. It is an independent body democratically ruled by a membership of about five hundred 
people from all over Ireland. 


Overseas, in response to local needs Concern concentrates on setting-up our own projects 
and staff them with Irish volunteers and local workers.
